World, treated a solution of gelatine 
She pointed out that to b uy an 
with b romide of radium, and the radi 
entire new suit would b e rank ex­ 
travagance. 
She said if she were

“The result has not b een very satis­ 
factory.

I have

Eli Smith is credited with having 
saved the lives o f 25 men at Sheep 
Camp In the spring o f 1898 at the time 
o f the great sno wsllde o n the Dyea 
trail. It will be recalled, says the 
Seattle Po st-Intelligencer, that 63 men 
were killed by the slide, mo st o f them 
suffo cating 
befo re 
rescuers 
co uld 
reach them. Smith was o n the trail 
several miles belo w the slide. He came 
up three-quarters o f an ho ur after the 
tragjBdy and fo und the survivo rs fran­ 
tically trying to dig the victims o ut 
“Give me that stick,” said Smith to 
a man who had a flat lathlike piece o f 
wo o d in his hand. 
Th^ stick was turned o ver to Smith, 
who immediately whittled the end so 
that he o o uld insert it in his mo uth 
and grasp it firmly with liis back 
teetb. Then he thrust the stick in the 
sno w and held the end in his mo uth, 
apparently listening. He repeated the 
o peratio n at several 
po ints in the 
slide. Finally he sho uted: 
“Co me! Dig here, quick!” 
At a depth o f 'nine feet the rescuers 
to o k o ut three men, unco nscio us, but 
alive. 
Tho se three men reco vered 
apd were all right by mo rning. 
In the same manner Smith po inted 
o ut o ther placAi, which resulted in the 
lo cating o f many bo dies and the un­ 
co vering in all o f .25 men who ^ lives 
were saved. 
“Where did yo u learn that trick?” 
Smith was asked, the o ther day. 
“I learned that in Idaho , at Wo pd 
river,” said he. “The Indians kno w 
that trick. I guees a wire wo uld be 
better than a stick, but th ^ do n’t 
keep wire in sto ck o ut in tlm wilds, 
so Indians always use a stick. Yo u 
see if a feller is alive yo u can so rt o f 
hear him breathe, o r I guess it’s mo re 
like feeling him breathe. If he is 
kicking o r mo ving aro und yo u 
can 
hear him plain. Yo u Just put the stick 
do wn into the sno w two o r th r^ feet 
and yo u can hear a feller breathing, 
evap if he’s 2d.feet further do wn.”
